GUN GIVEBACK PROMOTION A HIT 

Ever wonder how valuable a subway swipe card 
with $60 in fares on it could be? Thousands of 
people in the Hamptons responded last week 
to Hamptons Subway’s new marketing official 
Ben Hodd’s first promotion, which consisted of 
bringing in your AR-15 semi-automatic in return 


for a $60 subway card. People not only brought 
in thousands of AR-15s, but also, separately, 
the bump stock attachments and belts of active 
ammunition. Also brought in, unasked for, were 
high-powered sniper rifles, elephant guns, 
14 flame throwers, 17 bazookas and 14 mobile 
missile launchers with missiles.

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SPRING PIG ROAST FLAMEOQUT 

The Knights of Vesuvius’s annual Welcome 
Spring Pig Roast turned into a nightmare 
this year when organizers tried to move the 
event indoors due to the inclement weather. 
Nobody was seriously hurt (except for the 
pig), but emergency personnel were called 
to the scene, and a police investigation is 
underway. The problems apparently began 
when event organizers, citing the ongoing cold 
temperatures, decided to set up a charcoal fire 
pit in the basement of the Knights of Vesuvius’s 
clubhouse in North Sea. “Usually this time of 
year, you can count on it having warmed up 


some,” said Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “In past years, the Knights have hosted 
their Welcome Spring Pig Roast on the lawn 
of the clubhouse. People around here love 
it—it can get a little nippy, but you can always 
warm your hands up over the pig.” But as 
this year’s event approached and temperatures 
showed no signs of budging from the freezing 
mark, the Knights made the ill-fated decision 
to move into the basement. “Naturally, there 
were some problems,” noted spokesman Hirsch 
drily. Hirsch was clearly using understatement 
to get his point across. According to witnesses, 
none of whom wished to accept responsibility 
for the debacle, the basement of the clubhouse 
filled with noxious smoke within minutes of the 
charcoal fire being lit under the pig. The pig, 
contrary to conventional roasting methods, 
had already been set up on the rotisserie. In 
the panic that ensued, as coughing Vesuvians 
scrambled towards the stairs, blinded by the 
acrid smoke, somebody, not yet identified, 
stumbled and knocked the pig into the flames— 
where it promptly caught fire. When firefighters 
arrived, blue-black smoke was billowing from all 


of the windows of the clubhouse. “Luckily, the 
response was quick and the fire was confined 
to the basement,” said Hirsch. “Unluckily, 
there wasn’t much left of the pig.” Police are 
continuing to investigate the incident. 


DOG FECES NEWS CAUSES SURPRISE 

In what is being called a shocking discovery, 
water quality experts are saying that it’s not 
enough to just scoop dog feces into a plastic bag 
and then drop the bag by the side of the road. “I 
know it seems scarcely credible, but it turns out 
those bags leak,” says John Dreck, who reported 
the findings for the Water Safety Council. “Dog 
owners thought that by tying a knot in the bag 
and placing the bag on the ground, they were 
sealing the feces forever and preventing it from 
fouling our waterways—and who can blame 
them?” Studies now show that rainwater can 
actually get into the plastic bags and cause the 
harmful toxins contained in the waste to enter 
ponds and streams. Police say to anticipate 
stricter enforcement of bagging laws.

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Hats Off to Perelman 


When a Billionaire Gives More Than a Zoning Board Asks For

his article is intended as a tip of the hat to 

billionaire Ron Perelman. He has this past 
week done something extraordinary in a zoning 
situation concerning his 57-acre property on 
Georgica Pond in East Hampton Village. He has 
given the Zoning Board of Appeals more than 
they have asked for. 

Publishing Dan’s Papers for 58 years in the 
Hamptons, I have often observed situations 
where wealthy individuals have claimed their 
“patch” here, then proceeded to violate many 
zoning laws in the belief that their high-powered 
lawyers will make everything all right. Indeed, 
sometimes these lawyers find a comma in an 
old deed wrongly written that brings a zoning 
law down, which proves their worth as legal 
eagles to the Masters of the Universe. 

Ron Perelman is one of the two or three 
richest men in the Hamptons. About 25 years 
ago, he bought this enormous, wooded estate 
with more than a mile of waterfront at the head 
of Georgica Pond for himself and his family. On it 
was a grand Mediterranean villa originally built 
in 1899 for painter Albert Herter. In this woods, 


Herter was famous for holding grand formal 
parties that often involved sporting events and 
entertainments for his friends and families. One 
such entertainment was called a “tableau,” an 
afternoon or evening when all the members of 
society attending the day at his home would 
dress up in costumes to assume a great group 
pose, duplicating a famous play or painting 
from antiquity. It would then be photographed 
for posterity. Other entertainments were simply 
performances. Isadora Duncan, Enrico Caruso 
and Anna Pavlova were among the guests who 
performed there. 

In 1952, a descendent of Herter’s, Christian 
Herter—the Secretary of State during the 
Eisenhower Administration—sold the property 
to Alfonso Ossorio, a wealthy Filipino-American 
artist who, with his longtime companion Ted 
Dragon, continued the sort of festivities held 
by the Herter family in the eras before. Among 
other things, at a dock on the pond, Ossorio 
parked several gondolas he’d bought in Venice 
on one of his many foreign trips. They were for 
the use of his guests. 

I was fortunate enough to be invited onto the 
property during the time that Ossorio owned 


it. ’'d met him when he came to give opinions 
to an art committee | chaired for the Town of 
East Hampton. To get to the villa, | drove into 
the property, past more than 100 of Ossorio’s 
brightly painted sculptures, placed at numerous 
locations where driveways running through 
the estate made turns or dead ends. In the 
main house, Ossorio showed me his paintings. 
The Smithsonian has some of his work. | still 
remember this visit, and several others | took. 
It is fair to say that with its numerous buildings 
and structures, it resembles a little village 
all its own. Certainly it is very separate from 
everything that is around it. 

When Herter owned the property, and for the 
first eight years Ossorio owned it, it was legal to 
build whatever you wanted because zoning had 
not yet been introduced in the village. And so | 
think it could be possible for the master of this 
domain, even today, to be seduced into thinking 
he could really do what he wanted here—within 
reason, anyway. Certainly nobody bothered 
Ossorio about any of it. And | think that the 
Village really didn’t want to go on that property 
to make a problem out of anything. Why should 
they? The place was (Continued on next page)

beautiful and tastefully done. And much of what 
was there was built before zoning. 

Unfortunately, a few years ago, a small fire 
occurred at one of the buildings, and among 
those coming on the property to put it out was 
volunteer firemen Ken Collum, who that year 
also became village ordinance inspector. He 
subsequently issued about 17 zoning violations 
concerning what he saw on the property— 
including buildings too close to wetlands, barns 
that are now guesthouses, vegetation cleared 
from the land. 

Perelman’s lawyers filed a request for 
variances for everything. The request was 
denied. They then appealed to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Time went by, and last week the Zoning Board 
of Appeals announced that they had reached a 
remarkable agreement with Perelman about his 
estate, which they expected to jointly propose 
to the Town Board for approval. 

The Zoning Board had asked that Perelman 
re-vegetate 70,000 square feet of indigenous 
foliage that had been cleared. He agreed to 
re-vegetate that land and then more, for a total of 
133,656. He was asked to remove six bedrooms 
from what had once been a barn. He will make it 
a storage building. He’s going to remove fencing 
that encroaches onto wetlands. He then said he 
would install a nitrogen-reducing septic system 
for his entire property, completing the work 
within two years. 

He has asked in return that he be permitted 
not to have to move a building that was originally 


built a few feet closer to wetlands than the law 
now allows, keep his synagogue at the size it is 
now rather than reducing it (it is considered an 
“outbuilding”) and allow one building which has 
a height of 15 feet to remain where it should not 
have been taller than 14 feet. He also can keep 
the two bathrooms in the synagogue (men and 
women), but will remove the shower. 

One could say that Mr. Perelman has met the 
enemy and they have won, but | think he has, 
under the circumstances, done an extraordinary 
thing. More power to him. Though he doesn’t 
need any. 


Iso this past week, the results of a study 
done on the composition of the pollution 


that sometimes chokes Georgica Pond was 


released. (Yes, even the most exclusive pond 
in the Hamptons gets polluted.) The study took 
two years and was done by scientists at Stony 
Brook University at the request of Friends of 
Georgica Pond, a group of residents living along 
the pond. 

I believe he results of this test have been 
widely misinterpreted. One _ publication 
headlined “Dogs Pollute Georgica Pond,” 
another had an editorial titled “Blame the Dogs” 
about how we need to take more mannerly care 
of our dogs. Still another paper ran with the 
headline “Canines are responsible for 67% of 
Fecal Bacteria...” 

The reason for this is that dogs represent 


-a more interesting part of the report than the 
rest of the report. The dogs are mentioned in 
a section about fecal matter found in the pond. 
They arenot included in the rest of the report, 
which involves the pollution caused by non- 
fecal matter—which is usually about four-fold 
the amount of fecal matter in pollution samples, 
according to East Hampton environmentalist 
Larry Penny. For instance, you often see algae 
blooms clogging ponds, or red tide, a mix 
of non-fecal chemicals. Water runoff from 
roads with oil, trash and farm chemicals in it is 
a main suspect. 

In the fecal material examined, the scientists 
determined the cause by taking DNA samples. 
They found that 3% of the fecal matter came 
from humans, 6% came from deer, 24% came 
from birds and 57% came from “dogs, cats and 
other small mammals.” 

Apparently, reporters latched onto 
“3% humans, and the 57% dogs...” sort of 
forgetting that what came after in that 
category could include cats, raccoons, fox, 
beavers, moles, porcupines, skunks and so 
forth and so on. 

Also not featured was the study result 
indicating that human fecal matter was not a big 
cause of Georgica Pond pollution. (This might 
have been the hope of the Friends of Georgica 
Pond, which bankrolled the study.) Truth is, the 
big estates each sit on grand acreage and are 
few and far between, so although human fecal 
matter pollutes ponds surrounded by many 
smaller homes, it doesn’t do that here. @&

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Birds Chirp to Announce the First Day of Spring

irst thing I do when I wake up in the 

morning is brush my teeth, comb my hair, 
get dressed and go out into my backyard and 
play basketball. | have a backboard attached 
to my garage. It’s been an awful March. | 
could only shoot hoops maybe once every 
three days—between the nor’easters. I shoot 
layups, foul shots, shots from the corner, 
even hook shots, one after the other for about 
20 minutes. I’ve been doing this for years. It’s 
great exercise. It’s good for stamina, balance, 
depth perception, reflexes, movement, wind, 
your heart, even upper-body strength. I quit 
soon after I break a sweat. 

During these past brutal days of winter, it’s 
been a lonely business. It’s cold, the wind 
howls, the branches in the trees brush and 
tingle against one another. There’s not a living 
creature in sight. 


Come on, Dan, you can do it. 
We’re here for you. Let’s give 
him a round of applause. 
Hooray! Way to go, Dan. 


But now, quite suddenly, this morning— 
Sunday, March 25—it’s spring. I grab my ball, 
go out the side door and start to play. Surprise! 
There’s a big audience of birds out there. They 


are everywhere, fluttering in the trees, calling 
to one another, zipping this way and that with 
great joy and cheerfulness, little chickadees, 
robins and cardinals, woodpeckers and crows. 
They’re back. Let’s get started. 

I take a jump shot and it hits the rim, short. I 
take a great windmill hook shot and it bangs off 
the backboard. I try a layup and it’s long and 
bounding down the driveway. I chase the ball, 
round it up, and, dribbling on the way back, 
fire a three pointer from way out that misses 
everything. Air ball. 

Come on, Dan, you can do it. We’re here for 
you. Let’s give him a round of applause. Hooray! 
So I dribble in and do a backhanded layup and 
swish, in it goes. 

Way to go, Dan. 

High above us, two giant birds, just off the 
sunshine, hover in the lonely wind up there 
like giant kites. If they had white chests, they’d 
be osprey. These have black chests. They 
are eagles, creatures with hooked beaks and 
six-foot wingspans. A nasty bunch, looking 
for breakfast. They are looking down with 
those beady orange eyes, focusing, searching 
amongst the branches of the trees. It will 
be easy pickings. But not just now. Me and 
my basketball make lots of noise and are here 
to protect.

1,200 Turn Out in Sag Harbor to Protest For Gun Control

a. ast Saturday at 11 a.m., people demanding 

gun control assembled at Long Wharf in Sag 
Harbor to go on a march through town to stop 
children from being killed in school by gunfire, 
specifically assault weapons. The population of 
Sag Harbor, according to the census, is 2,169. 
The number of people assembling on Long 
Wharf for the march was 1,200, according to 
the police. 

The march was to be a half-mile from Long 
Wharf to the other end of Main Street and back 
to Long Wharf. With this number of people 
assembling—children, teenagers, adults, the 
elderly—the organizers of the march agreed to 
march on the west sidewalk to the other end 
of town and then back on the east sidewalk. 
It was a good plan because when the head of 
the line of marchers—about four abreast— 
returned down to Long Wharf, they met up with 
the tail end of those beginning the march. Had 
they been in the street, traffic in town would be 
stopped for half an hour for that. 

Atop a platform by the windmill at the 
entrance to Long Wharf, Nancy Atlas sang to 
the assembled crowd, a few people spoke, and 
then the crowd was off up the street. The villain 
of this piece was our local congressman, Lee 
Zeldin, who recently met with President Trump 
to tell him about the Hispanic gangs on Long 
Island that have now become a presence in the 
Hamptons, specifically in Hampton Bays. There

are no gangs running free in Hampton Bays. Lee 
Zeldin, one thinks, just made that up to curry 
favor with Mr. T.

M artin Shkreli was sentenced last week. This 
is the 34-year-old guy from Brooklyn who 
decided to raise the price of Daraprim, a drug 
some people need to stay alive, from $13.50 a 
pill to $750 a pill. Although this earned him the 
title of “Most Hated Man in America,” it turned 
out he could legally do this. Indeed, today, 
anybody can legally do this if they can find a 
pill people need, nobody can compete with and 
there is no substitute for. You just set the price 
at whatever you want. This is America. This is 
capitalism. Thank you, Martin Shkreli. 
However, in much the same way that O.J. 
Simpson served no time for what most people

believe was the gruesome murder of his wife 
but wound up in jail for years for a lesser 
charge, Shkreli was charged and found guilty of 
a lesser charge. 

The charge was securities fraud. Among 
other things, Shkreli gave false information 
to people investing in his company. That’s 
illegal. Prosecutors had pushed for 15 years. 
But the judge sentenced him to seven years, 
which means with good behavior he might be 
out in four. 

So if he hasn’t learned anything, he can 
go right back to doing these terrible-but-legal 
things to people. He has to pay $7.36 million 
in forfeiture. His net worth is estimated at 
$27.2 million.

If he can’t pay the $7.36 million, the court has 
the opportunity to cherry pick his holdings. 
And this makes for an interesting story. 

Shkreli has $5 million in cash in one bank 
account. He has company stock. He has art 
worth about $500,000 and then he has this 
record album, for which some sources say he 
paid $2 million. 

The album is special. The group is the 
Wu-Tang Clan, the album is Once Upon a Time 
in Shaolin, and they made it in 2014. They made 
one physical copy with a sleeve made and 
designed in silver and bronze. The idea was, 
that in a digital age, with the price of music 
going down, this single album would be a work 
of art. That’s the one Shkreli reportedly bought 
for $2 million. 


Among other things, Shkreli gave 
false information to people investing 
in his company. That’s illegal. The 
judge sentenced him to seven years. 


This story now moves from the value of a pill 
to the value of art. If the government seizes the 
record, will it sell for the $2 million they expect? 
Original albums by others no longer in print can 
sometimes fetch $15,000. But this $2 million, if 
that’s what it was, did not include the music 
rights, which could have added to its value. It 
also has been played—Shkreli played snippets 
of different parts of it online—so it’s used. 

At one point, Shkreli put the album up for bid 
on eBay, and it was bid up to $1 million, half 
of what it appears he bought it for. He didn’t 
consummate the sale. 

So how much for this pill? How much for this 
record album? Martin Shkreli will be out of jail 
soon.

#3 My own Strawberry-Sweet Cheese
